Nett’ Delhi, the 11 th Ortobrr 1958 

No. 8/4/57-M.P.— The Government of India have had under 
consideration the question of establishing a Pool for temporary 
placement of well-qualified Indian scientists and technologists 
returning from abioad uiuil they are absorbed in suitable 
posts on a, more or less, permanent basis. In consultation 
with the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research and 
other authorities concerned, they have now sanctioned the 
constitution of a Pool as provided in the Scheme annexed. 
The Council of Scientific and Industrial Research has been 
authorised to take all steps necessary for the implementation 
of the scheme. 

Order 

Ordered that a copy of the resolution be communicated to 
all the Ministries of the Government of India, the Planning 
Commission, the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
the Union Public Service Commission, the State Governments 
and the Comptroller and Auditor General of India. 

Ordered also that the resolution be published in the Gazette 
of India for general information. 

Scheme for the Constitution of a I’ool fur J'ctnfmrary 
Placement of Well Qiialified Indian Scientists and Technolo- 
gists Deturning from Abioad 

A Pool shall be constituted in the manner provided here- 
after for temporary placement of well-qualiiied Indian 
scientists and technologists reluming from abroad until they 
are absorbed in suitable posts on a, more or less, permanent 
basis. Persons with Indian qualifications who have outstand- 
ing academic records may also be considered lor appointment 
but, as the Pool is intended ptimaiily for facilitating the 
utilisation of Indian scientists and technologist s abroad, the 
proportion of persons with Indian qualifications who may be 
thus appointed will not ordinarily exceed 25 per cent of the 
total nurnbet of posts in die Pool. 

Persons appointed to die Pool will be attached to a Gov- 
ernment department ot a State industrial enterprise, national 
laboratory, university or scientific institution, or given some 
other work depending on die requirement, and Lheir qualifica- 
tions and experience. Officers of the Pool may also be 
seconded to a Government depaitrnent or other organisations 
including industrial establishments in the private sector. When 
a person is thus seconded to some department or organisation 
for a period of a year or more, the resultant vacancy in the 
Pool may be filled up if there are qualified candidates in 
waiting. 

2. Controlling authority,— The Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research will be die controlling authority ol the 
Pool. In all matters relating to the administration of l he 
Pool, the Council will be advised by a committee constituted 
as follows: 

(1) Director-General of the Council of Scientific and 

Industrial Research— Chaii man ( ex-offkio ). 

(2) , (3) & (1) Representatives of the Ministries of Home 

Affairs (Directorate of Manpower), Education anil 
Scientific Research & Cultural Affairs. 

(5) to (15) One representative cadi of the Ministries of 
Commerce and Industry, Inigation Sc Power, Defence, 
Railways, Health, Works, Housing & Supply, and ot 
the Departments of Agriculture, Iron and Steel, Mines 
& Fuel, Transport & Communications. 

(16) A representative of the University Grants Commis- 
sion. 

(17) Sc (18) Two non-officials representing private industry. 


3. Emoluments of Pool officers.— A person appointed to the 
Pool will ordinarily be given a salary of Rs. 350/- p.m., but 
liighei salary upto Rs. 600/- p.m. may be given on the 
recommendation of the Selection Committee, where necessary, 
taking into account the ipialihcarions and experience of the 
candidate. In exceptional cases, a salary in excess of Rs. 600/- 
p.m. may be offered with the prior approval of the Govern- 
ment of India. This salary will continue to he paid till the 
officer sccuies a, more or less, permanent post, or is seconded 
to some other organisation. Officers who arc seconded to 
other organisations will be paid the salary and allowances 
of the posts to which they are appointed in those organisa- 
tions. 

4. Authorised strength,— The authorised strength of the Pool 
at its initial constitution shall be 100, The sliength may he 
reviewed as often as in found necessary. 

5. Recruitment.— Selections for the Pool will be made in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission. A 
Special Recruitment Board will be set up consisting of: 

(1) The Chairman or a Member of the Union Public 
Service Commission— Chairman. 

(2) & (3) Representatives of the Ministry of Home Affairs, 
and the Council ol Scientific and Industrial Research. 

(4) to (6) Scientists and technical men to be nominated 
each year in consuitaiion wilh the Commission. 

Vacancies in the Pool will be notified from time to time in 
India and abroad. The recruitment will not be restricted 

to candidates who apply for appointment to the Pool in 

response to such notices; and all persons enrolled In the 
special section of the National Register of Scientific and 

Technical Personnel for enrolment of Indian scientists and 

technologists abroad, and other persons with outstanding 
qiialihcations whose names may be brought to the notice of 
i he Board by Indian Missions abroad, the Directorate of 
Manpower, oi the Council of Scientific Sc Industrial Research, 
will be considered for appointment to the Pool. 

6. A Standing Committee consisting of the Director-General 
of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research and one 
representative each of the Ministries of Home Affairs, Scienti- 
fic Research and Cultural Affaits, Commerce and Industry, 
Steel. Mines & Fuel, and Irrigation and Power, shall be 
constituled lor allocation of duties to officers appointed to 
the I’ool after their selection, and for reviewing at least once 
a quarter the position as regards their placement and utilisa- 
tion so as to ensure that officers appointed to the Pool are 
fully utilised, and their placement on a, more or less, perma- 
nent basis is not delayed unduly, The Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research will furnish a report regarding the 
winking ol the Pool once every six months to the Ministry 
of Home Affairs (Directorate of Manpower), and copies of 
Lhis reporL will be sent to the Ministries concerned, and to 
the Union Public Service Commission for information. 

7. Conditions of service.— The Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research will frame regulations for regulating the 
conditions of service of Pool officers. Until such regulations 
are framed, Pool officers will be governed by the existing 
regulations which apply to temporary Class I officers of the 
Council of Scientific Sc Industrial Research.

No. F. S-9/58-Seeds.— The 9tli Session of the E. A. O. 
Conference considering that the extensive use of high quality 
seed of improved vaiietics was one of the most generally 
and most economically applicable measures for increasing 
productivity and improving the quality of agricultural, horti- 
cultural and forest products has decided to launch an 
International Seed Campaign and to designate at its next 
session in 1959, the year 1960 or 1961 as the International 
F.A.O. Seed Year. The Conferetue has urged upon all 
Member Governments to intensify their programme for the 
production and distribution of high quality seeds through a 
suitable national authority, in close liaison with, where 
appropriate, the National F.A.O. Committee ami other 
national organisations concerned. The Director General. 
Food & Agriculture Organisation has, accordingly requested 
the Government of India to set up a National Seed Campaign 
Committee in this country. 

The recommendation was considered at t lie 12th meeting 
of the F.A.O Liaison Committee held under the Chairman- 
ship of the Union Minister for Co-operation on 30th Aptil 
1958 and it was decided to set up an ad Itoc Committee for 
organising anti conducting the National Sect! Campaign on

(d) organise a special campaign in rural districts fot the 
increased use of imptoved seeds. 


(c) encomage existing or establish new specialised train- 
ing in various aspects ol crop and tree improvement 
including seed production. 

(f) encourage existing or establish new research on the 
improvement of crop and tree varieties, and 

(g) encourage existing or establish new activities relating 
to the production and distribution of high quality 
seed. 

The Committee should plan existing activities or initiate 
new projects iti stith a manner that the World Seed Year 
becomes a vear of substantial accomplishments so far as 
technical action Is concerned and on this basis, the year of 
highest endeavour in the field of general publicity. 

The Committee may hold its meetings as often as necessary 
and submit a report of progress made from time to time to 
the Government of India

No F.1-121/B8(CBG)-SII.— The Special Committee constituted 
by the Central Board of Geophysics at Its 15th meeting held 
on the 15th April, 1957 to go into the question of reconstitu- 
tion of the Board recommended at its meeting held in 
February, 1958, that the existing Standing Committee for 
Oceanography of the Central Board of Geophysics set up vide 
the late Ministry of Natural Resources & Scientific Research 
Resolution No. 28(44)/52-SRI, dated the 28th November, 1955, 
be strengthened with the inclusion of two additional members 
vit,.

New Delhi, the 13 th October 1958 

Subject:— Central Committee on Employment. 

No. EP/EE-81(l)/58.— The Government of India had, in 1946, 
set up a Committee, named the Central Employment Advisory 
Committee, to advise the Directorate General of Resettlement 
and Employment on matters of policy regarding Employment 
and Training and also on the general performance of work 
by the Employment Service. The term of the last Committee 
expired in 1954. Pending the recommendation of the Shiva Rao 
Committee, It was not reconstituted. The Government of 
India have now decided to set up a Central Committee on 
Employment to advise the Ministry of Labour and Employment 
on problems relating to employment, creation of employment 
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opportunities and the working of the National Employment 
Services. The object, Constitution and functions of the Central 
Committee on Employment will be as under:— 

(1) Object.— The object of the Central Committee on Em- 
ployment is to advise the Ministry of Labour and Employment 
on problems relating to employment, creation of employment 
opportunities and the working of the National Employment 
Service. 

(2) Functions of the Central Committee on Employment.— 
The functions of the Commit Lee shall be as follows:— 

(i) to review employment information and to assess employ. 

ment and unemployment trends— urban and rural— and 
suggest measures for expanding employment opportuni- 
ties: 

(ii) to advise on the development of Lite National Employ- 
ment Service: 

(iii) to advise on deployment of personnel retrenched on 
the completion of development projects; 

(iv) to consider special programmes relating to educated 
unemployed; 

(v) to advise on the development of the Youth Employ- 
ment Service and Employment Counselling at Employ- 
ment Exchanges; and 

(vi) to assess the requirements of trained craftsmen and 
advise the National Council for Training in Voca- 
tional Trades. 

(J) Composition of the Central Committee on Employment:— 

The Committee shall be composed of the following: 

(1) The Union Minister of Labour and Employ- 
ment/the Deputy Labour Minister (Chairman) 1 

(2) Representatives of all States (including Jammu 

and Kashmir but excluding Union Terri- 
tories) . . . . . . • ■ . .

In addition to the members referred to above, representatives 
of the Ministries and the Planning Commission will be invited. 

(4) Term* of office of members.— The term of office of mem- 
bers of the Committee shall be for three years. 

(5) Sub-Committees.—' The Committee is empowered to set up 
sub-Committees as required, for assisting it in Lhe discharge 
of Its functions. 

(6) Expenditure,— The expenditure connected with the meet- 
ings of the Committee by way of Travelling Allowance and, 
Daily Allowance etc. for the members shall be met by the 
Government of India, Official Members of the Committee 
will draw travelling and other allowances for attending the 
meetings, and for performing work connected with the Com- 
mittee, from their respective Governments) Departments. Non- 
official members of the Committee will be paid Travelling Al- 
lowance and Daily Allowance in accordance with the rules 
issued by the Government of India, as amended from time to 
time. 

(7) Ordered that a copy of this resolution be published in 
the Garettcc of India for general information.
